The Latest Gnaw at the Bone of Con- 
tention. 


We were a little surprised at the annun- 
ciation by telegraph yesterday, that a com- 
promise had been suddenly effected between 
the Senate and the House of Representa- 
tives upon the subject of the tenure-of-office 
law, the substance of the Senate’s bill, roe- 
jected by the Hétse on Tuesday by a ma- 
jority of about thirty, having been rushed 
through that body on Wednesday. This 
is the fact however, and the bill, as we un- 
derstand, now wants only the signature of 
President Grant to be a law.

Opposite to certain names upon his list he 
wrote the word “promised,” as much as to 
say that the appointment of the fortunate 
proprietors of those names involved the 
faith of the Government. Grant handed 
the listover to Mr. Fish, Washburne’s suc- 
cessor in the State Department, and 
it was shown on Wednesday to 
the leading Radicals of Congress, 
We hardly need say, that, in Wash- 
burne’s list, his own relatives were “glow- 
ingly remembered.” The list exhibited a 
degree of nepotism that might have ex- 
cited the envy of the great Grant himself. 
We cannot at present call to mind any- 
thing more scandalous and shameful. If 
we thought a good deal more highly of the 
President and the Senatethan we do, we 
should expect the President to refuse to 
nominate any of the forty-one persons re- 
commended by Washburne and expect the 
Benate to reject the nomination of 
Washburne himself for the French 
Ministership, an important office, 
which for many reasons he cannot occupy 


without disgracing himself and his country. 


The Mississippi Question. 


Schenck, Dawes, and Farnsworth, three 
Radical leaders in the House of Represen- 
tatives, took ground on Wednesday in 
opposition to Gen. Butler's atrocious prop- 
osition to establish in Mississippi even a 
worse and more disgusting tyranny if possi- 
ble than exists in any of the other Southern 
States, reconstructed or unreconstructed.

AN OLD SOLDIER. 
Major General Thomas Swerds Re- 
tired. 


The dietinguiehed officer whose name heads 
this article hes probably been longer and more 
favorably known to the citizens of Loutsville 
than any other officer in the army, having been 
stationed among us the greater part of the time 


_ since 1861. General Swords entefed the military 


academy asa cadet from the State of New York, 
in the yeur 1825, graduating in 1829 with Generals 
R. E. Lée and Joseph E. Johnston, of the Confed- 
erate army, andi with Generals Burbank, Brice 


and 
the volunteer service. He wasa claas-mate also 
of Col. Wm. R. MeKee, a gallant son of Kentucky, 
who was killed in the war with Mexico while 
bravely leading a charge of his regiment. Upon 
graduating, Lieut. Swords was assigned to the 
4th regiment of infantry, and served in various 
parts of the South until 1833, when he was ap- 
pointed a First Lieutenant of the Ist regtment of 
dragoons, which had just been created. In 1887 
he was promoted to be a Captain of dragoons, 
and the year following to a Oaptaincy in the 
quartermas-er’s department, in which capacity 
he had been serving since 1234. From the time 
of bis appointment in the dragoons until his 
promotion asa Majorin the quartermaster’s de- 
6s atten in 1846, a period of about twelve years, 
his service was almost constantly on the frontier, 
During the war with Mexico he served as Chief 
Quertermaster of the Army of the West, and 
was in the combat of San Pasqualin 1846. Fora 
brief period he was in the ter Gen- 
eral’s office at W ton, but @isliking the 
dull reutine of ofice work, we soon find him 
back at Vera Crug, and for his meritorious 
services during that war: he was brevetted a 
Lieutenant Colonel. Aftér the close of the war 
he was a7ain assigned to duty in the Quartermas- 
ter General's office, where he remained for about 
two years, when he went te St. Louls, and thence 
to New Mexico. In 18528 he was ordered to New 
York city, where he remained for sbout five 
years, during which time he was promoted to be 
Deputy Quartermaster General, with the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel. During the ensuing four 
years he was stationed on the Pacific coast, as 
Chief Quartermaster. In August, 1861, soon after 
the commencement of the late » COoionel 
Swords, having been promoted to be Assistant 
Quartermaster Genera!, was recalled, and in the

city. Since that time, with the exception, we be~ 
Heve, of a short time spent at Cincinnatt, Gen. 
Swerds has been stationed in our midst. He was 
the battle of Chickamauga in 18€3, 
and for faithful and efficient services during the 
wer recetved the brevet rank of Brigadier Gene- 
ral, and subsequently that of Major General in 
the regular army, which he now holds. General 
Swords having served forty years in the army, 
and attained the advanced age of 62 years, has 
reeently been placed on tae f'st of officers retired 
from active service, and as the Deyuri nent of the 
Cumberland, of which he is yet the efficient 
Chief Qual termasteor, is sooa to be broken up, we 
presume the Gencra! will be relieved from duty 
and.permitted to spend the balance of his days as 
he may elect. During his residence in Louisville 
he has, by bis strict integrity, tmpartiality and 
devotion to his duties, gatned universal respect 
and confidence, and he carries with him into his 
retirement the respect ef the whole army and 
the good wishes and esteem of this entire com- 
munity.
